“The attorney general has no power 
to appear in criminal cases unless it 
is made mandatory by a statute or he 
is requested by the chief executive of 
the state. 
“It is not the duty of the minister*’ 
to see that lawr is enforced at Beulah 
park or any other place. 
It Is your 
privilege, however, to see that the 
public 
officer charged 
with

does it. 
“You ministers do not see th« 1 far- 
reaching effect of this at Beulah park . 
It will go on until late in the fall un­ 
less it is stopped. 
“A most vicious element follows the 
races at Beulah park ,” Crabbe said. 
“It was surprising to me io read in 
the papers that the sheiiff 
said 
he 
would mak e arrests if some one swore 
out affidavits, when it is the duty of 
the sheriff to arrest law violators and 
hold them in jail until warrants are 
sworn out, if necessary.”

Bearing grape v ines must he pruned 
ev ery y ear if a profitable y ield is to be 
secured. 
This work Is usually done while the 
v ines are still dormant, adv ises J. H. 
Clark, instructor in fruit growing at 
the New Jersey State College of Ag­ 
riculture. 
“A heav y pruning is neces­ 
sary 
to 
stimulate 
v igorous 
wood 
growth, 
to keep 
the plant 
within 
bounds, and to leav e only as many 
buds as can produce good-sized clus­ 
ters. 
“The amount of old wood left at 
pruning time should be no more than 
is necessary to act as a support to the 
producing canes. 
In the Kniffen sy s­ 
tem of training, which is recommended 
for New Jersey , a single trunk ex ­ 
tends to the top wire of the two-wire 
trellis. 
Four v igorous, one-y ear-old 
canes, a little abov e the av erage in 
length and starting as near the trunk 
as possible, are selected to produce the 
crop. T; < c should be so located that 
one cane can be tied in each direction 
along each wire. 
Each of these canes 
Is cut back to eight or ten buds, de­ 
pending on the vigor of the vine, 
m a k ­ 
ing a total of 32 to 40 buds on the en­ 
tire plant. 
“This number of buds distributed 
ov er four canes will produce more 
fruit than the same number of buds 
on spurs, each bearing only two to 
four buds. Since the canes which bear 
fruit one y ear are remov ed the nex t, 
some prov ision must be made for re­ 
newal. This is prov ided for by select­ 
ing four other canes as close as pos­ 
sible to where renewal canes will be 
wanted a y ear later, and cutting them 
back to spurs of two buds each. 
All 
remaining canes are tlien remov ed en­ 
tirely . 
“These recommendations can easily 
be applied to other sy stems of train­ 
ing. The remov al of as much old wood 
as possible and keeping 30 to 40 buds 
on four or five one-y ear-old canes to 
produce the crop are the essential 
points.“

Farming Becoming More 
Difficult, Say s Ex pert 
According to Director Sidney 15. Has­ 
kell of the Massachusetts ex periment 
station, farming is becoming more diffi- 
cult, due to higher market standards, 
soil fertility problems, Insect pests, 
plant and animal diseases, and com­ 
petition with the factory which lias 
brought about a shorter working day . 
This increasing difficulty works to the 
adv antage of the educated farmer. 
The future of farming looks bright 
because of the increasing population, 
because there are 
no longer 
great 
areas of untilled soil In the West, and 
because the Middle West and South 
are now passing through tiie same era 
of industrialization which the East has 
already had. 
Each section of the country must 
adapt itself more and more to that ty pe 
of agriculture that hest fits its market, 
and transportation facilities, its soil 
and its climatic conditions, and in or­ 
der to compete on the market at the, 
price set by the large producing areas, 
farmers must reach certain standards 
of efficiency per acre, per dollar and 
per man. 
More and more attention must be 
giv en to good seed, productiv e live 
stock, economical use of labor and to 
the application of proper fertilizers in 
sufficient quantity to give the greatest 
profit. 


Pasturing Sweet Clover 
During Second Season 
Sweet clover, the second season, 
should be pastured us soon as an ani­ 
mal is able to get a mouthful and 
should be grazed heav ily , according to 
specialists of the Kansas State Agri­ 
cultural college. 
If a seed crop is desired, grazing 
should cease tiie last of June or the 
first of July and the cr<>p should be 
allowed to make seed. 
Harv esting 
should be done September 1, or be­ 
fore.

Statuary Hall Famous Show - 
place of Capital. 


Every state of the Union was repre­ 
sented at the Inaugural ceremonies or. 
March 4; visitors from twenty -nine 
states found great men of their com­ 
monwealths memorialized In the Statu­ 
ary hall of the United States Capitol 
building. 
“Statuary hall. In the older portion 
of the Capitol, is a room which bolds 
more historic associations than any 
other chamber In America,” writes I >r. 
Gilbert Grosvenor, president 
of 
the 
National Geographic society . 
An Unwarranted phrase has made it 
popular to call Statuary hall a chain 
ber of artistic horrors. Such designa­ 
tion does injustice to the art and the 
history of the room where the house 
of representatives met for forty y ears 
and which now exemplifies a 
really 
fine memorial Idea. 
Here Lincoln, John Quincy Adams, 
j Horace Greeley and Andrew Johnson 
served in the same congress. 
Here 
j Henry Clay welcomed Lafay ette, who 
replied in a speech said to have been 
1 written by Clay . Here John Marshall 
administered the oath of office to Mad­ 
ison and Monroe. 
When, in 18 25, the house balloted in 
1 this room for President, John Quincy 
Adams won 
over Andrew Jackson. 
The former, the only man to be elect­ 
ed to the house after being President, 
was stricken with paraly sis suddenly , 
In this chamber, after delivering an 
Impassioned address; the latter, while 
President, narrowly escaped an as­ 
sassin upon leaving this room, where 
he had attended the funeral of a con­ 
gressional friend. 
A bronze star marks the location of 
Adams’ desk. The star happened also 
to denote a spot where one may hear 
the whisper of a friend who stands in 
the corresponding position on the op­ 
posite side of the hall.
